use, T added that I had found out- 
one-half hour before this meeting 
}that in regard to the $150,000 a tele- 
{phone call to Mr. Dine, at the 
|state house had resulted in his say- 
ing that the $150,000 could not be 
used, because it had accumulated 
since the state certification of the 
frown accounts, in January, which’ 
jmade only $13,900 available in Jan- 
uary, of which amount the Select- 
{men were to use about. $9000 for 
payment on the bonds, leaving a- 
hout $8000 only available to use. 
The only avenue left to us is to 
use money from the bond issue and 
therefore the School Building Com- 


mittee that they approve of our 
request for an additional $80,000 out 
of the bond issue, so that we can 
accept the lowest bid, which bid we 
consider to be good. 

“I continued, The School Build- 

ing Committee has worked hard on 
this problem for 18 months, and has 
consulted frequently with the elect- 
ed board of educational policy, 
meaning the school committee, of 
the town of Wilmington, and had 
arrived at what we believed was the 
intent of the citizens of this town, 
but due ty lack of good faith in 
the suminer afid fail of 1952 we had 
lost our chance to get into the bidd-! 
ing market and get our bids and es- 
timates in 1952. 
In consulting with many people 
in the building and architectural 
field, this committee is tonvinced 
that if, our plans had been put out 
(for bid) early in the fall of 1952 
the resulting bids would have been 
within our budget. 

The School Building Committee 
is a committee to design plang in 
keeping with the educational policy 
of the town, and we were charged 
with the duty of causing said build~ 
ing ‘to "be érectéd aid ‘equipped, for 
use in conformance with that policy, 
We are not a financial body of the 
town and are fully dependent. tor 
assistance from other authorized 
bodies. Wé were kept in a complete 
state of confusion in 1952 by two 
boards to such an extent that ‘sev- 
eral town meetings were declared to 
be illegal due to actions of lack of 
{actions of those boards. 

For instance, during late spring 
land early summer of 1952, informal 
discussions were held with - the 
chairman and other members of the 
Finance Committee and members of 
\the’ Board of Selectmen, so ‘that 
every one was cognizant with the

SPECIAL SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
MEETING 
The Wilmington School Commit- 
tee held a special meeting in the 
Roman House, Monday evening, to 
Jisten to a report of Superintend- 
‘ent of Schools Clifford Goos, about 
computation of the tax rate, 
According to a new law, just re- 
cently put into effect, the Assessor's 
in publishing the tax rate are to 
divide it into two portions, one of 
which will be the cost of general 
government and the other the cost 
of ‘schools. This is the first year 
that the law has been in effect, and 
somehow an error was made, pre- 
sumably because all items had not 
been reported to the Assessors. 
The total rate $46.00 was entirely 
correct, But there was an error in 
the division, which Good had not- 
iced. He had had a conference with 
the Assessors, and they agreed with 
him, as to the error. The error, 
which showed a wrong percentage 
of tax money going to support of 
the schools had been occasioned by 
some persons not connected with 
the Board of Assessors not under-

This, 
means foreign economics and 
military aid, and an effort to 
understand and eultivate the! 
viewpoint of Great Britain and 
the other countries of Western 
Europe. Perhaps they are right. 
The United Nations itself is 
body which rests firmly on a 
foundation of honor and coop- 
eration among nations, in set- 
tling the supreme problem of 
war. 

Senator Taft took the view— 
and there are untold millions 
who agree with him—that inter- 
national cooperation is not the 
ticket to peace, and that the 
United Nations is a failure. The 
distinguished editorial staff of 
the Washington Post said some- 
thing in comment upon the Taft 
statement which bears reflec- 
tion. “There can be no doubt 
that the United Nations has been 
oversold as an insurance of 
world peace,” the editorial reads. 
This is precisely the point upon 
which Senator Taft's support is 
founded. His comment of course 
was restricted to line action by 
the U.S. in Korea. But in Amer- 
ica, scores count; and the aver- 
age citizen points out that the 
cooperative viewpoint doesn't au- 
gur well for success, and that the 
U.N. can't stop war. 

It is useless for the informed 
press to go into the fine points 
of success or failure, and the 
long-range reasoning why a| 
steady cooperative course should 
be maintained. The public looks 
at the box-score, and to heck 
with who won a moral victory. 

Senator Taft, in the opinion of 
many, did the country a favor 
by dragging the issue into the 
living room. To his credit, it 
must be said that he is the only 

ublic figure today with the 
force to do it. If his opponents 
succeed in knocking Taft out of 
the ring, a definite and typical 
brand of Americanism will lose 
its great champion. In his latest 
broadcast during the Taft furor, 
Walter Winchell—a great spokes-

Clearly, 
we should demand their with- 
drawal, on the grounds that they 
were no longer independent na- 
tions but parts of Russia.

The Scaled Quail are also called 
“blue quail” and “cotton-tops” and 
as is So often the case, a combina- 
tion of these common names gives 
us a reasonable description of the 
animal. The general effect is a 
light blue. The feathers of the neck 
and breast are a light gray-blue 
with dark borders making the an- 
imals appear to be scaled. The top 


of the head has a short crest that 
is white-tipped giving the name 
cotton-top and white-top. The back, 
tail and wings may appear to be 
dull -brownish. The wings at rest 
may be marked on their inner mar- 
gins by a white streak. The young 
birds of the year are almost indis- 
tinguishable fromthe adults except 
for their smaller size, The very 
young may show a brownish crest 
and many of the feathers have 
white shaft streaks that do not ap- 
pear in the mature birds. 

The Scaled Quail is about 1 foot 
in length. It builds its nest under 
low vegetation, sometimes in a 
grain field. From 12 to 14 thick- 
shelled, lusterless, creamy eggs, us- 
ually dotted with reddish brown, are 
laid. The food of these quail is 
more largely insects than is the 
case with most other quails and 
may be up to 29 percent anima 
matter. About 50 per cent of the 
total food is weed seeds and the re- 
maining part is fruits. 

Apparently the recuperative pow- 
er of the Scaled Quail is such that 
with reasonable management its 
numbers be maintained in the area 
where it is normally found. It is 
with the determination of what 
these management practices may be 
and the application of what is 
known about wildlife in general 
that the National Wildlife Federa- 
tion is concerned,
